A like tax shall be paid by non-residents upon 


the entire net income from all property and of every business, trade or 


'. profession carried on in the United States.

The percentage of the lax increases with (he amount of the income 


over 20,000 until an income of .*oOO,OOt) is taxed nine per cent, and an 
income of $1,500,000 up to $2,000,000 pays twelve per cent.

also a scale of tuxes imposed on corporations, the normal rate being 
two per cent. 
The tax upon the transfer nf estates of deceased persons 


is one per cent, for an estate, valued not over -*f>ll.<HIO. the rale ascending 
by a graded scale until the tax reaches ten per cent, of the amount by 
which the estate exceeds .$5,000,000.

LANSING REFUSES TO COMMENT 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.— Secretary 


Lansing refused to comment in any 
way on the report that a second ex- 
planatory note had been sent both to 
the central powers and the entente al- 
lies to correct misinterpretations 
of 


the president's note calling for peace 
terms. He indicated that under 
the 


-ecent policy of 
silence adopted 
by 


President Wilson mid himself in the 
peace negotiations he would make no 
statement either affirming or denying 
such reports. 
It is felt that much 


misunderstanding might arise in 
the 


people's mind but it is held that the 
various governments addressed 
will 


be influenced only by the official infor- 
mation, which will be quite complete. 


Secretary Lansing also refused 
to 


indicate whether he thought the Berlin 
report might have arisen out of 
the 


sending abroad for the information of 
American diplomats of his two state- 
ments authorized the day the note was 
published. 
It is known that 
these 


statements were transmitted 
to 
the 


American diplomats to acquaint them 
fully with what had taken place here 
but that they were not instructed to 
present them to the various foreign 
offices.

evening, made the leading I'eatures of the act, as clear as any explana- 
tion could make, them. 
The report published in yesterday's Sun should 


therefore, be studied by all (hose interested so that nobody may incui 
the penalties of the law. 


Those who have taxable incomes of any kind are required to file theit 


statements before March 1, 1017. 
Persons who are in doubt as to 


Whether the law applies to them should consult either Mr. Perry or Mr 
JGilbride at once so that all risk of incurring the penalties of the Law may 


fie avoided. 


Any person who receives any income from taxable stocks, bonds oi 


Jnoney at interest or i'rora taxable sources, such as annuities and stock 
market transactions, is required to file a return of his income.

person receiving an income of $20-0(1 or over from business, trade, pro- 
Session or employment must also Hie a statement of such income with 


jfcbo, proper authorities. 
The amount of the tax varies with the nature 


of the income and ranges from one, and a half per cent, to six per cent.,

'bare been speaking, has no connection whatsoever with the federal in- 
come tax law which is enforced by the federal authorities.

"Jaw every citizen of the United Slates, whether residing at home or 
Abroad and every alien resident of the United States, shall pay a tax of 
cue per cent, annually upon his or her entire net income in excess of 
$3000 and under $20,001). 
A like tax shall be paid by non-residents upon 


the entire net income from all property and of every business, trade or 


•profession carried on in the United States. 


The percentage of the tax increases with the. amount of the income 


over 20,000 until an income of .*ollO,000 is taxed nine per cent, and an 
income of $1,500,000 up to $2.000,000 pays twelve per cent. 
There is 


also a scale of taxes imposed on corporations, the normal rate being 
two per cent. 
The tax upon the transfer of e&'ates of deceased persons 


is one per cent, for an estate valued not over $50,000, the rate ascending 
'by a graded scale until the tax reaches ton per cent, of the amount by 


which the estate exceeds $5,000,000. 


The collector of internal revenue, John V. Malley, with an office in 


Boston, collects this tax for this district. 


This law was passed in 1913 and is a democratic measure intended 


to reach those best able to pay.

atus. This system was inaugurated by 
Thomas F. Conway, phone inspector at 
the central fire station, and has proved 
to be very valuable in saving time and 
probably much propery damage.

office at Coolidso Corner, Brookline. 
on the same day. 
Judge Palmer of the Roxbury court, 


who conducted the inquest in connec- 
tion with the young woman's death, re- 
ported to the clerk of the 
superior 


criminal court yesterday. 
that 
Dr. 


Adams died from mercurial poisoning 
prior to the shooting of Dr. Harris, 
and that the poison was self admin- 
istered with suicidal intent. 
The re- 


port filed by Judge Palmer absolves 
Dr. Atwood or anyone from blame in 
connection 
with the 
death 
of 
Dr. 


Adams. - 
Dr. Atwood is confined in the Charles 


street jail awaiting- trial for the mur- 
der of his follow osteopath, and until 
Judge Palmer's 
findings 
were 
made,

The report of Judge Palmer reawak- 


ens public interest in the tragedy of 
last summer, when Dr. Atwood, who 
had been a classmate of Dr. Adams at 
the Osteopath College, became incensed 
at revelations supposed to have been 
made, to him by the young woman 
practitioner, and shot down Dr. Harris 
in his suite at the Hotel Westminster. 


According to the police version of

turned, apparently, hut when he asked 
Dr. Adams to marry hinvsho refused on 
the grounds of parental objeci.ioii and 
also confided to Dr. Atwood that Dr.
